Mr Moeaaner testified that at about 2 


o'clock be was aroused by Mrs. Becker, 
and both went out with a lantern to look 
for Mr. Becker, who had arisen sometime 
before and left the house. Booker was 
found in the smokhonse shed, hung with 
a rope, dead. One foot rested on a pile 
of onions and the other just touched the 
lloor. He had on only hw night clothes. 
Mr Provost had been summoned to the 
house where he found Mru. Becker sitting 
on the porch with a lantern in her band 
Mr. P, talked with tho deceased yesterday 
when Mr. Becker complained of pain in 
his head. Mr. Reubsameu told what he 
had done for the deceased. He had taken 
him to Spiingfield ft month ago, thinking 
the change would do him good. He came 
home a week afterward apparently better, 
but within a day or two he took poison 
with suicidal intent 
He asked hiB wife 


to forgive him.
